Heads of departments and other offi- 


cials who .held pv,er under the appoint- 
ments of Governor Dole, and were ie- 
commlssloned by 'Governor Carter, will 
keep their jobs for five years alto-' 
gether. Ooverhor Carter yesterday 
signed commissions .for the various 
officers whose appointments were ap- 
proved ,by the Senate, this week,. the 
commissions in-veach- case, dating four 
years from the date, of- confirmation. 


Attorney General L. A. Andrews, 


•Auditor J. H. Usher, .Superintendent 
of; Public Instruction A>. ;T. Atkinson, 
High Sheriff A. M. Brown, and Sur- 
veyor W. E.' Wall, -11 heads of depart- 
ments who were appointed by/Governor 
Dole a year ago, are given new coin>. 
missions for four years dating, from 
April 13, 1901, to run for four years. 
As a result the appointments will hold 
over beyond the close of Governor Car- 
ter's term. 


Governor Carter also signed commis- 


sions for the members of the Park 
Commission and for various other 
boards. No new commissions were Is- 
sued to the inspectors of .election- as 
they nave certificates holding good fpr 
four years. Only recess- appointees, 
afterward* confirmed by the Senate are 
given the new commissions. Some of 
them have three "or four documents 
signed by both Judge Dole end Gover- 
nor Carter.

Legislature adjourns tomorrow according, to program.' There is BO denying 
the fact that the business men of the city were united, in opposition to the special 
session, arid to have it end so satisfactorily and with.so little disturbance is quite 
sufficient for rejoicing. What is more, the business men will insist in the future 
that public business be conducted with the same dispatch. 
• ( 
Undoubtedly, good will result from the calling of the Legislature. The 


measures passed in. accordance-with the Governor!* recommendations will do 
much towards restoring confidence in the community, and the'relief in the gov- 
ernment financial situation will soon be felt The act giving the Governor and 
Treasurer the right to deposit tax money in the local banks and to overdraw to 
the amount of half a million dollars, with give legality to what has always- been 
previously considered a doubtful proceeding. If it is possible to arrange for the 
loan of funds under the new act. the registered warrantor6ow out will be taken op 
within a couple of months by Treasurer Campbell The appointment of. A. J. 
Campbell to succeed Kepoikai also gives general satisfaction. 


In connection with Kepojkai's retirement, a carious story is being told of 


one of his financial deals. When Governor Carter went fo New York to float 
the bond issue, the banks agreed to advance the necessary amount for advertising, 
printing and expenses, as no appropriation for such work had been made by the 
legislature. The banks did advance about $2500, which was placed on deposit in 
one of the banks subject to Carter's draft, and which was paid out by Kepoikai. 
Recently it developed that the treasurer had repaid the amount advanced by the 
bankers from the fund set aside for interest and commissions. In the legislature 
the other day the item was added, appropriating a litde over $800 for each of the 
three bank*, Sprcckels & Co., Bishop 4 Co., and the Bank of Hawiil They 
had already received their money, but the appropriation was necessary to legalize 
Kepoikai's previous action.
